G.S.R. 423 (E). —In exercise ol' the powers conferred by sub-rule (3) of iuIc 49 of the 
Central Excise Rules, 1944. the Central Government, being satisfied that circumstances of 
an exceptional nature exist, hereby allows for a period of twelve months from the date of 
publication of this notification in the Official Gazette (unless this notification is rescinded 
earlier during the period aforesaid), “cement, all varieties’’ falling under Item No 23 of the 
First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), to be removed from 
the factory of Jaipur Udyog Limited at Swai Madhopur, Rajasthan, without payment of 
duty leviable thereon at Ihc time of removal, subject to the following conditions, namely:— 

(a) the aggregate of duty leviable on such cement so temoved shall be paid in five 

oqual annual instalments, the first instalment being payable on ihe expiry of 
twenty-four months from the date of publication of this notification in the 
Official Gazette; 

(b) simple interest at the rate of six per cent per annum shall be charged on Ihe duty 

remaining unpaid; and 

(c) Jaipur Udyog I imiled shall execute a bond in such form as may be specified 

by Ihe Collector of Central Excise.
